GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 30.— Fire swept a portion of the Galveston 
waterfront early today causing a loss estimated at $2,000,000. 
The blaze 
raged uncontrolled for nearly 9 boars. 
It was brought under control by 
heroic work of firemen, and allowed to burn itself out. 
The fire was first discovered in the plant of the Texas Golf Sulphur 
company at 2 A. M. 
A high wind fanned the flames and sent flying sparks 
along the watc.'front and into the residence district. 
Burning chemicals 
made the fire especially difficult to fight.

Houses Battleship Style 


“Building a house like a battleship,” is advocated by a w riter in 
the American Lumberman, as a means of protection against fire. 
The 
battleship, the w riter points out, is not equally armored all over. 
The 
most vulnerable points receive the highest protection. 
Just so, he 
argues, a home may be safely constructed mostly of wood, if fire-re­ 
sistive materials are used at points where the dwelling is most liable to 
attack by flames. 
He advocates especially the use of metal lath and 
non-combustible plaster for all such parts of the building. 
“In the home,” he writes, “all bearing partitions and stud exteriors, 
walls, the ceiling under inhabited 
floors, especially over heating 
plants and coal bins, at chimney breasts, around flues and back of 
kitchen ranges, stair walls and under stairs, need special attention. 
Their protection with metal lath means that a home of frame can bo 
made adequately fire-safe.” 
As an added protection the use of baskets bent out of metal lath 
and filled with cement may be used to occupy spaces between studding 
at the juncture of walls and floor joists to prevent these spaces from 
acting like flues if fire should start. 
A frame house built in this manner he finds to be “attractive, 
economical and economically fire proofed,” and suited either for suburb­ 
an or town purposes. 
The burning of a house is always a serious matter, often it is at­ 
tended with fatalities. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars in property, 
and an average of 23,000 lives is the anmia! fire toll in the United States. 
More houses built like battleships will reduce this waste and add im 
measurably to human safety and happiness.
